On the way back from an Eastern motor trip, I ran 
into a curious condition at several automotive salesrooms 
that I visited. On comparing notes with other travelers, I 
found that they had had the same experience. In a number 
of cases, the salesman, as soon as he saw that my car carried 
a license from another state, appeared to lose all interest 
in me as a prospect, though, for all he knew I might have 
been a perfectly good one. With few exceptions, a Michigan 
license in any state except Michigan, seemed to act as a 
damper on the salesman’s desire to interest me in whatever 
car I was looking at. 

Whether or not this is a settled policy among the 
automobile companies I do not know, but other auto- 
mobile people report noticeable instances of the same 
sort of indifference to any inquirer whose car license 
shows that he comes frcm a “foreign” state. If the policy 
is deliberate, it is a most short-sighted one. The sales- 
man on the floor can make or break his dealer’s reputa- 
tion and through him the reputation of the manufac- 
turer. No salesman ever hurt himself or his own make 
of car by being intelligently interested in inquiries 
about his product from whatever source. 

No matter what the prospect looks like, nor how the 
him up, it is the saleman’s job to show inter- 
in what the prospect wants to know. I have seer some 
pretty unlikely looking prospects produce spot cash for a 
car that had been intelligently presented, but I never 
a sale made by an indifferent salesman. 

The moment a visitor enters a salesroom he is entitled to 
the attention of the organization, and the benefit to the sales- 
man himself and to his firm is-in direct relation to the 
manner in which he handles every prospect—not just the 
prospect that looks to him like a sure buyer. A whole sermon 
could profitably be preached from hat indifference 
is fatal to a sale.

Standardization of the steel mill 
motors was secured by concerted de- 
mand of the steel mill engineers 
said Mr. Deale. A similar concerted 
demand by the manufacturers and 
users of machinery of all sorts, of 
which machine tools are only a 
part, should go far toward securing 
a similar standardization of stan- 
dard motors. The Germans, who 
always. have been good engineers. 
have shown that such standardiza- 
tion is entirely practicable. 

Mr. Becker's paper took up the 
construction, operation and effect 
of a machine which has been de- 
veloped for honing the bearing 
surfaces of crankshafts, because of 
the slowness and inaccuracy of 
hand polishing methods.

Southern Pacific Plans 
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8 Bus Lines in Oregon 
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from Portland to Corvallis by way 
of Newberg. Interurban service 
from Portland to Oswego Lake 
points also is provided for. All of 
these lines will practically parallel 
or run on the same routes as those 
of the Oregon Motor Stages, Inc. 

It is the Southern Pacific's first 
venture in the field of highway 
transportation. The Southern Pa- 
cific Motor Transport Company is 
the subsidiary which will operate 
the lines.
